Meanwhile,’ it is worthy 
of note that since the British 
Government saw fit to combat 
the German attitude, xeveral 
leading ‘British ‘statesmen have 
supported the Berlin claim. Vis. 
‘count Cecil, who long ago de- 
clared that Germany had a moral

a | and must be realised by other States 


reducing their armaments. Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, the Chairman 
of tho Disarmament Conference, 
speaking at the same gathering, ex- 
{ pressed his belief in the existence 
' of a large volume .of opinion in 
y favour of steps to mect the German 
| etaim. Mr. Lloyd George, one of 
, the two survivors of the “Big Four” 
at the Versailles Conference, ‘haa 
gone. evén further, declaring that 
| “the victorious Powers have shame- 
lessly broken faith in the question 
of armaments.” _ : 

It {s, interesting, in this con- 
nexion, to recall that during the 


g. peace negotiations at Versailles, the 


, late M. Clemenceau, at the request 
of his colleagues, Mr, Lloyd George, 
President Woodrow Wilson and 
Signor Orlando, wrote a letter In 
which he latd it down in black and 
white that German disarmament 
must be deemed to be considered ag 
the first act in o general reduction 
of armaments. That view, more- 
over, finds definite expression in the 
Versailles Treaty, since, in: the in- 
troduction to Part .V, Germany 


|| undortook to observe tho specificd 


disarmament provisions “to mako 
possible introductory stepa to- 
wards a goncral limitation of arma- 
; Monts for all nations.” Mr, Lloyd 
, Georgo now says that this under- 
standing has been Ignored by. the 
former Allics, and, in dealing with 
the German claim for, equality, he 
declares that “tho German revolt 
against this bad falth Is. not the , 
result of a-sudden explosion . of 
‘natlonal passions, fanned _ by un- 
seruplous agiation or malicious 


statesmen, throughout recent years, 
have shown a degree of patience, 


moderation and reticence that fs: 
worthy of the great nation thoy re- | 


present.” 


Enough has been quoted to show 
that whilst the British Government 
docs not see cye to eye with Berlin 
on thia matter, there are reputable 
British statesmen, doubtless repre- 
senting a considerable body of 
opinion, who definitely hold that 
Germany has not been treated fair. 
ly. The German complaint ts not 
only that the other Powers have not 
lived up to thelr moral and legal 
obligations, but that some of them 
have utilised the Disarmament Con- 
ference, not as a means of effect~ 
irg disarmament, but as a means of 
getting round their obligations.

It must be conceded that 
the Geneva conferences on disarma- 
ment have been far from produc- 
tive of renl results, and, in the 
circumstances, German impatience 
can be readily understood. Whether 
Germany was wise in withdrawing 


| from the Conference, however, is 
another point. But the. situation: 


can never be fully appreciated or 
understood unless we take account 
of the grounds on which’ Germany 
bases: her claim. It-is to be hoped 
that one result of the pressing of 
this claim will be far more deter- 
mined efforts than hitherto in the 
direction of realising those prin- 
ciples. which . were clearly 
adumbrated in’ the — Versailles 
Treaty: -

The seare-warning of the Ger- 
man- Nationalist Press regarding 
American intentions and prepara- 
tions in the Far Enst will not: he 
tuken very serlously by observers 
of political events in the past 
twelve months. The United States 
is committed to a policy of apply- 
ing moral pressure instead of 
armed force, With the friends of 
peace turning more and more away 
from sanctions which involve war 
8 a means of keeping the peace, 
the Stimson Doctrine of non-re- 
cognition of gains in territory 
wrested by force, assumes con- 
siderable importance, although, 
obviously, its ullimate value must 
depend on its success. The value 
of even a world-wide frown upon 
the use of war ag an instrument 
of international policy has not 
been proved.. The League of Na- 
tions and the United States. joined, 
under the Stimson ‘Doctrine, in 
telling Japan that-they would re- 
cognise no settlement of the Man- 
churian question obtained by other 
than peaceful means. So far this 
“frown” hug not been effective. 
Japan is staying In| Manchuria. 
More, she is extending hér position 
there, Actually she is violating 
the Pact of Paris. Will the added 
legal barrier raised by the Stimaon 
Doctrine yet stop her? Will it 
reatrain Prraguay and Bolivia? 
Will it halt any nation after war 
passions have'been inflamed? Pro- 
bably not. But neither nvould any 
ordinary threat of sanctions. And 
if this denial of any fruits to 
aggression can be established as 2 
recognised part of international 
morality, it may well cause nations 
to think twice before -entering 
upon war, Then it would have an 
opportunity to operate before war 
Passions were aroused. But it 
will have value only ag it is en- 
forced. If the nations say they 
will not recognise warlike gains 
and then recognise them, the 
Stimson Doctrine will be worse 
than useless, There is little danger 
of auch a thing happoning in tho 
Gran Chaco. But there ‘Is much 
danger of it happening In Man- 
churin. What would. that mean? 
It would mean one Inw for the 
little nations, anothor Jaw—or no 
law—for the big nations. . Tho 
Stimson Doctrine is usefil in an 
emergency. The League has al- 
ready used it ag o face-saver in the 
Far East. Jt hos the value of 
keoping the Issue open: for-acttle- 
mont after passions have cooled. 
Yet it tends, as doos the Pact of 
Paris, to “freeze” tho status quo.

The political sensation of the past 
few weeks undoubtedly has beon 
furnished not by Horr von Papen, 
‘or Senator Borah, but by the author 
of “The New Machiavelli.” Addresg- 
Ing the slightly scandaliaed mem- 
berg of the Liberals Summor School 
at Oxford, Mr. H. G. Wella let him- 
self go in fine style. His maton 
theme was the grave national emer- 
gency of last autumn, - when tho 
Socialist Ministry then In office dis- 
covered itself suddenly heading for 
bankruptey and a collapse .of ‘tho 
currency, ° a 
So far as one may gather from 
his reported utterances, Mr. H. G. 
Wells makes ironically light of that 
erlals, ‘He scems to regard it as a 
ut-up Job. And he had the extra- 
ordinarily bad taste to make an at- 
tack on King George's part in the 
dramatic sequence of events that 
ensued. He nccitsed His Majesty 
of leading the economy movement, 
to which Mr. Wells docs not healtata 
to apply the epithet “unintelligent”, 
arid he blames tho Labour Ministers 
for not speaking thel* minds on the.

Specialist Teachers. 


And this raises another point,]. 


the importance of specialist teach- 
ers, 

1 profoundly disagree with the 
statement that if you can keep 
boys in order, you can teach them 
all you know: The converse is 
true, yes. But all the best teach- 
era I have known are men whose 
knowledge of thelr subject is 
deep, far beyond the requirements 
of uctual teaching. How can one 
tench well unless sure, of one’s 
own competence in the subject 
tnught, so.that all the heart 
searching can be directed at the 
teaching not. the subject? How 
can.any but an expert really be 
enthusiastic about his subject 
and keep the interest alive and 
fresh, without wandering? 


If you mect a man who ig an. 


éxpert in one subject, but also 
teaches others, he will always tell 
you that his own is the hardest 
to tench. Only "the expert secs 
the real diMcutlics or the true 
significance of what he teaches. 
I would rather have even the most 
elementary work taught by men of 
real authority. : 

In an article in the ‘October 
number of a Hongkong monthly, 
it is stated that far.too much at- 
tention is paid, in education, to 
the dull boys, I strongly dis- 
ngree with this,.and though I 
am proud to have been at St. 
Paul's, and om grateful for the 
splendid and inspiring teaching 
that I had there, I am also proud 
to have shared in what seems to 
me to be the fer, more valuable 
to, the com- 
munity by a school like Welling- 
ton, by concentrating on the 
average boy. .

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SLATIN PASHA DEAD. 


ROMANTIC CHARACTER IN 
SUDAN HISTORY 


Vionna, Oct. 4." 
The death occurred hero to-day 
of Slatin Pasha, formor’ Governor 
of the Sudan.—Reuter. ' 
Rudolf Carl Slatin, was born in 
1867, near Vienna, where he at- 
tended the Handolsakademio and 
studied at the Observatory. When 
he was only 16, his love of adven- 
turn took him toe Egypt whero he 
became acquainted with the . cx- 
plorors Scrweinfurth, . Rohlfs, 
Noachtigall and Heuglin.. Tho 
last of theso induced: the lad to go- 
with him up thé Nile to Khartum 
and through Kordofan. On. his 
réturn to Khartuth he met Emin 
Pasha who Inter _ recommended 
him to General Gordon. From 
1876 to 1878 he was.in. Austria 
and ag a reserve officer served in 
the campaign agalnst Boan{n. 
In-response to an invitation 
from Gordon, he returned to the 
Sudan 1879. After a briof period 
na Inspector of Finances he bo- 
came, at the age.of 22, Govarnor 
of the district.of Dara, and in 
1881 was promoted Governor- 
General of the Province of Dar- 
fur where -he remedied many 
abuses.. as e 
Then .came the Mahdi, and the 
Arabs in the south rose in revolt. 
With inadequate forces and no aid 
from Khartum he defended his 
Province’ valiantly, but the Mah- 
dists were too' strong. As_ his 
troops under the influence of the 
religious propaganda of ‘the 
Mahdi became unreliable, he out- 
wardly adopted the Moslem faith 
to strengthen’ hia hold on his men, 
Rut, when the army of Hicks 
Pasha was destroyed, Slatin sur- 
in 1883, refusing to 
sacrifice more Hves in a hopeless 
atruggle. : : 


Eleven Yeurs Captive. 


Eleven years of terrible suffer-, 


He was dragged 
from place to place, often in 
chains during the interminable 
campaigns of the Mahdi and his 
successor Abdullahi, the Khalifa, 
forced to take part in the Moslem 
rites in order to avoid being, mur- 
dered. 

Vain attempts were made to use 
him to induce Gordon to surren- 
der. In 1885, an hour or two 
after the fall of Khartum, | the 
head of Gordon was shown to him. 
At-length after over 11 years in 
bondage his escape was planned 
by Sir Reginald (then Major) 
Wingate; and he reached Egypt in 
18956. He gave a vivid account of 
his experiences and of’ conditions 
under the Mahdi’s rule in his boo 
“Fire and Sword in the Sudan.” 

After a year’s reat, he entered 
the Anglo-Egyptinn army with the 
title of Pasha and the rank of 
Colonel, having resolved to use the 
knowledge he had gained against 
hia foes. As ‘head of the intel- 
ligence service he took part in 
Kitchener’a campaign of 1897-8 
which was crowned by the 
capture of | Omdurman. He 
was made K.C.M.G. and” thank= 
ed by Parliament for _ his 
service. In 1900 with the rank of 
Major-General he was appointed 
Inspector-General of the Sudan, In 
which capacity his mastery of 
Arabic and his - intimate know- 
ledge of the land and the people 
proved invaluable in_ the work .of 
reconstruction, In_ 1906 he was 
given the title of Frelherr by the 
Austrian Emperor and_was mate 
an honournry Major-General in

Sir Frederick belleved that

dy. -The German complaint is not 
only that the other Powers"have not 
lived up to thelr moral and Icgal 
obligations, but. that some of them 
have utilised the Disarmament Con- 
ference, not a8 a means of offect- 
irg disarmament, but ag a means of 
getting round their ‘obligations, 
Hence the .suggestion, which is 
guite logical and sound, that. the 
armaments of all countries should 
be mensured in accordance with the 
same principles and by the same 
yardstick, which is the only method 
which conforms to the principle of 
equality. It must be conceded that 
the Geneva conferences on disarma- 
ment have been far from preduc- 
tive of ren} results, and, in the 
circumstances, German. impatience 
can be readily understood. Whether 
Germany was Wise in withdrawing 
from the Conference, however, is 
another point. But the situation 
can never: be fully appreciated or 
understood unless we take account 
of the grounds on which Germany 
bases her claim. It is to be hoped 
that one result of the pressing of 
this claim will be far more deter- 
mined efforts than hitherto in the 
direction of realising those prin- 
ciples which were so clearly 
ndumbrated in the — Versailles 
Treaty, 


American and the Far East, 

The seare-warning of the Ger- 
mun Nationalist Press regarding 
American intentions and prepara- 
tions in the Fir East will not be 
{taken very seriously by observers 
| of political events in the past 
‘twelve months, The United States 
is committed to a policy of apply- 
ing moral pressure instead” of 
armed force.. With the friends of 
peace turning: more and more away 
from sanctions which involve war 
as a means Of keeping the peace. 
the Stimson Doctrine of non-re- 
cognition of gains in territory 
«wrested by force, assumes con- 
siderable importance,’ although, 
obviously, its ullimate value must 
depend on fty sticeess. The value 
of even a world-wide frown upon 
the use of war as an instrument 
of international policy hay not 
been proved. The League of Na- 
tions and the United States joined, 
under the Stimson Doctrine, in 
telling Japan. that they would re- 
cognise no settlement of the Man- 
churian question obtained by other 
than peaceful means. So far this 
“frown” hag not been effective. 
Japan fs stnying in) Manchuria. 
More, she is extending her position 
there. Actually she is violating 
the Pact of Paris. Will the added 
legal barrier raised by the Stimson 
Doctrine yet stop her? Will it 
restrain Paraguay and Bolivia? 
Will it halt any nation after war 
passions have been {nflamed? Pro- 
bnbly not, But neither would any 
ordinary threat of sanctions. And 
if this’denial of any fruits to 
aggression can be established as a 
recognised part of internatlonal 
morality, it may well cauac nations 
to think twice before entering 
upon war, Then it would have an | 
opportunity to operate before war ! 
passions were aroused. But it! 
will have value‘ only ae it is en-! 
forced. If the nations say they 
will not recognise warlike gains 
and then recognise them, the 
Stimson Doctrine will be worse 
than useless, Thore'is little danger 
of such a thing happening in‘the 
Gran Chaco. But there {gs much 
danger of it happening in Man- 
churin. What would that mean? 
It. would mean one Inw for the 
little nations, another law—or no 

law—for the big nations. - 
Stimson Doctrine is useful in an 
emergency. The Lenguo has al- 
rendy used it as n face-savér in.tho 
Far East. It bas the yaluo of 
keeping the Issue open for scttle- 
mont after passions hava cooled. 
Yet it tends, as docs the Pact of 
Paris, to “freeze” the status quo.

H. G. WELLS GOES OVER THE TOP °° 
By “AN. OLD STAGER” 


' Tho. politien} sensation of tho past 
fow weeks undoubtedly has been 
furnished not by Herr von Papen, 
or Senator Borah, but by the author 
of “The New Machiavelli.” Addreas. 
ing the slightly scandaliscd mem- 
berg of the Liberals Summor School 
at Oxford, Mr. H. G. Wells lot him- 
self go in fine style. His main 
theme was tho grave national emer- 
gency of last autumn, when tho 
Socialist Ministry then in office dis- 
covered itsclf suddenly heading for 
bankruptey anda collapse of tho 
currency, a 

So far as one may gather “from 
his reported utterances, Mr. H. G. 
Wells makes ironically light of that 
crisis. He seems to regard it aa a 
put-up job. And he had the extra. 
ordinarily bad taste to make an at- 
tack on: King George's part in the 
dramatic acquence of events that 
‘ensued. He accused His Majeaty 
of Ieading the economy movement, 
to which Mr. Wells docs not, hesitate 
to apply the epithet “unintelligent”, 
and ho blames the Labour Ministers 
for not speaking their minds on the 
subject of the Royal intervention, 
' Now, from the point of view of 
sensationalism and agrecable lime- 
Hight, all this iano doubt magnifi- 
cent. But it is neither truc nor 
cricket. There was -no put-up job 
about our national emergency a 
year ago. We had well on towards 
three million people on the dole, 
Industry wns collapsing right and 
left. Woe anved ourselves from a, 
currency stampede only by going off 
the gold standard and taking drastiy 
ateps in certain directions to make 
our Budyret balince instead of show 
& deficit of about £150,000,000, 
Just for one — brief moment 
consider whit would have happen- 
ed, ff things had not been 
pulled tozether by the National 
Government returned by the over- 
whelming commonsense of the 
whole .natfon. : 


What the Country Escaped 


“With a huge Budget deficit run- 
ning into nearly as much as the 
total of our pre-war Budgets, with 
an evitable collapse of the pound 
sterling in sight, our statesmen 
might well regard the position as 
one of urgent national crisis. Whit 
must have cnsued, in this _over- 
populated country, had we suddenly 
found ourselves ‘not only unable to 
find any money for the hungry un-. 
employed queues outside our labour 
exchanges, but actually no longer 
able to purchase the vital food sup- 
plies, on which our daily bread de- 
ponda, from overseag? ‘The pleture 
is too grim, too starkly terrifying 
for anyone to contemplate even in 
{magination, In reality it would 
have mennt the greatest tragedy in 
the history of efvilised communities, 

How would Mr. H. G. Wella have 
grasped with the problem of empty 
State coffers, no possible means of 
replenishing them, nearly three mil. 
lion people out of work and utterly 
denendent-on the-weekly dole, and 
fifty million people menaced by aud. 
den starvation? That was the 
prospect immediately ahead thi-- 
time last year, and Mr. Wells | 
very angry with the King, whom he 
quite incorrectly accuses of headin: 
the economy campaign. Mr. Wells 
whose political vosnel has under- 
gone such periodical revisions, and. 
who now occupies o sort of 
Olympian . intellectual aloofness 
from ordinary. politicians, must 
have been Hstening to tittle-tittle. 
These absurd stories about what 


happens at tho Palace regularly go | 
round some of tho less ‘reputable 
political clubs; But fovel-headed 
people do not swallow them. 

Long bofore tho King returned ° 
to London Inst aummer, tho only 
men In the Socialist Cabinot with 
any real political guts had realised 
how things stood, and taken action 
accordingly, ‘Thelr desperate of- 
forts. to get thelr Socialist col- 
leagues to approve the only possible 
steps towards national salvation 
wore rejected. Not because those 
colleagues doubted tho gravity of 
the crisis or the wisdom of tho 
policy proposed ta meet it, but mere- 
ly because they lacked the cournge- 
ous honesty to face the facts and 
take tho responsibility of dealing 
with them., , = 

In_-these circumstances, un-. 
paralleled in British history, Mr. 
MacDonald saw the King. So far 
from His Majesty taking any Inftia- 
tive out of his Ministers’ hands, 
what I heard was that he sald to 
his Primo Minister—‘You have got 
ug into this mesa; you will have to 
get us out of it,” a sentiment which 
J imagine most people In this coun- 
try would heartily endorse. . 

It was a patriotic response by all 
three parties that saved tho situa- 
tion almost at the eleventh hour. If 
possibly the Royal influence was 
exerted to'necure such co-operation, 
will any sano citizen venture to {m= 
pugn its patriotic sagacity? 


Wo Must Pay as We Go 


If we contraat the general sitda- 
tion then with the present ono, wa 
get the measure of that pclltical 
sagacity. But for what happened 
ao swiftly last autumn, this countcy 
to-day would probably be a howling 
Bedlam of starving and demented 
etrect rioters and ¢lvil helligerents, . 
But Mr. Wells calls £t “unonlighted 
economy.” Presumably he wanted, 
like Mr. Britling to see it through. 
He must have curious tastes. I 
saw all the street fighting I wanted 
in Franco and Belgium a few years 
ago, I am not hankering after 
more of it, here at home, and be- 
twenn un-uniformed hooligans, . 

What a gulf divides Mr, Wells, 
morcover, and most: sane business 
people! If Mr. Wells regardg even 
past economies as unintelligent, he 
must surely yiew still further ones 
as sheer wickedness. Yet it is the. 
gettled, honest conviction of every 
business man I know, without dis- 

fimination of politics, that only 
by atl further and more drastic 
oationnl economies can wo hope 
raally to make this country ride once 
more on an even keel. We are still 
carrying far too much top-hamper, - 
as the old sailors phrase {t, for the 
storms that are blowing. We must 
stop living on capital, and pay our 
way 98 we zo. Otherwise we shall 
sooner or later encounter another 
ce crisis.as menacing as the 
ast, “2 

No country can keen its head 
above water that spends a quarter 
of its gross carnings on running 
'tself. We have got to cut down or 
‘ounder. Anda country that foes 
‘inder ig no fit country for best- 
reller novelists to live jn. But

ARAMIS LEAVES. MARSEILLES 
ON OCTOBER 21 


"The Messageries. Maritimes’- new 
motor vessel Aramis is now rendy to 
take her place on the China service, 
and will commence her maiden voyage 
from Marscilles for the Far East on 
October 21, The Aramis is of 21,400 
tons displacement, and has accom- 
modation for 193 first-class passen- 
sors, 133 second-cluss, and 102 third- 
cluss pnssengers. She is of similar 
type to the Folix Roussel, and will be 
the sixth motor vessel in tho com- 
puny'r service, 

The Aramis .was_ built, by. the 
Societe Anonyme des Forges ct 
Chantiors de la Medilerranee, 
dimensions being: Length 642.6ft., 
brendth 69.0ft., and 47.0ft. depth, 
with n gross tonnage of 15,600 tons. 

The hull is divided into nine com- 
partments by eight watertight bulk- 
heads, five of which are provided with 
watertight doors, three closing .ver- 
tically and two horizontally; the 
doors are opernted hydro-electrically 
on the Stone system, and the vessel 
cnn remain, aflont with one of its 
compartments flooded. 

There aro 18 lifebonts and two 
motor bonts provided with wireless. 
Tho life-bonts havo a seating ac- 
commodation for 70 persons each, and 
are carried on “Columbus” tyne 
davits.

causo no two porsons agree as to 
what. a Public School -{s. 

St. Paul’s School, London, and 
Wollington College, Berkshire, 
afford an ‘Interesting comparision 
of mathods. Of the two Wolling- 
ton is the more typical. Both 
havo about 700 boys, but while St. 
Paul’s has only about 100 board- 
ors, Wellington {s solely a boarding 
school. St. Paul’s has a very fine 
record of successes In scholarship 
exnminations at Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, and London, and_ the 
education provided f6r the intel- 
ligent boy with some Initiative is 
extremely fine, ! 

The insistence on 4 classical 
grounding even for prospective 
science scholars produces ‘ good 
resulta. Practically all the most 
successful sclentists have started 
on the classical side of the school, 
transferring to.science specialisa- 
tion only after passing the Lon- 
don matriculation examination. 
On the other hand boys of no par- 
tleular ability yain little or noth- 
ing from tho school.

; “Vienna, Oct. 4. | 
Tho death occurred here to-day 
of Slatin Pasha, former Governor 
of the Sudan.—Reuter. ae 
Rudolf Carl Slatin, was born in 
1867, near Vienna, where ho at- 
tonded the Handelsakademic and 
studied at the Observatory. When 
ho was only 16, his love, of adven- 
turn took him to Egypt where he 
became acquainted withthe -ex- 
plorers Scrwoinfurth,  Rohifs, 
Nochtigall and Houglin, Tho 
last of theso induced the lad to go 
with him up the Nile to Khartum 
and threugh Kordofan., On his 
return to Khartum he met Emin 
Pashn who later recommended 
Gordon. From 


In reaponse to an 
from Gordon, he returned to tho 
Sudan 1879. Aftor a brief period 
ns Inspector of Finances he bo- 
came, at the nge of 22, Governor 
of the district of Dara, and in 
1881 was promoted Governor- 
General of the Province. of Dar- 
fur whore he romedied many 
abuses. 

Then came the Mahdi, and the 
Arabs in‘the south rose In revolt. 
With inadequate forces and‘no ald 
from Khartum he defended his 
Province valiantly, but the Mah; 
dists were too strong. As_ his 
troops under the influence of the 
religious propaganda - of the 
Mahd! became unreliable, he out- 
wardly adopted the Moslem faith 
to'strengthen his hold on his men. 
But, when the army of | Hicks 
Pasha was destroyed, Slatin sur- 
rendered in 1883, refusing to 
snerifica more lives in a hopeless 
struggle.

“sum of $5.40 was handed, to the 


defendant, who dipped apiece of. 
paper in oil and then set it alight. 
With the burning paper he 
described a circle nbout his chest 
and then teft, promising to return 
with a brass ring for further cere- 
mony. He was never seen again 
until his arrest in the streets 
yesterday. 

After hearing: the evidence, his 
Worship convicted the defendant 
of practising sorcery and imposed 
a fine of $10.

PAPAL LEGATE TO 
"BE EXPELLED 


ROME ENCYCLICAL. 
-. -ROUSES IRE 


i: Mexico City, Oct. 4. 

A serious recrudescence of 
friction between ‘the Church 
and the State in -Mexico has 
been marked by an order, issued 
by President Rodriguez, for the 
expulsion from Mexico of Arch- 
bishop Leopold Ruiz y Flores, 
the Papal Legate. ' 

Archbishop Flores roused the 
wrath of the authorities carlier 
by issuing a statement defending 
the recent Encyclical by the Pope, 
likening the treatment of religion 
in Mexico to that in Soviet Rusala. 

The Encyclical has provoked 
much indignation in Mexico and 
anti-clericn! demonstrations are 
fenred. . : 

ORIGIN OF TROUBLE. ~ 

The conflict belween Church 
and State, now likely to be revived 
after a lapse of three years, began 
{n 1926 when President Calles took 
vigorous action to put into effect 
the dormant religious clauses in 
the Constitution of 1917, which 
nationalised Churches ¢ und, thelr 
property. 

‘Deportations of ‘priests began 
on a large scale, vigorous steps 
were taken to sever religion from 
political connexions and heavy 
pennitics for infringement were 
specified. Hundreds of schools 
and churches were closed because 
of refuanl to abide by. the decrees. 

- PEACE IN 1929, 

Archbishop Flores, together 
with Archbishop del Rio and four 
bishops, were deported, the only 
other member of the episcopate, 
Archbishop Jimenez, going into 
hiding. 

The controversy was adjusted 
in 1929 when Archbishop Flores 
was allowed to return, the Church 
recognising that church edifices 
were State property and vagreelng 
to register all priests. °°
